Toxic dump tests planned in February 


More than 50 Wick Elemen- 
tary School neighbors turned 
out recently to hear a Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) official outline 
plans for the removal of toxic 
wastes from an old dump site 
next summer. 

However, a pair of environ- 
mental activists complained 
they felt the public informa- 
tional needs have yet to be ful- 
filled and in some cases are 
even being “stifled.” 

Karen Thomas, DNR pro- 
ject manager, said “test pit- 
ting” will occur at the old 
dump sites near Wick School 
probably during the school 
district’s winter break (Feb. 
17-20) and cleanup will take 
place probably during the 
summer of 1995. 

Thomas said if more testing 
is deemed necessary in Febru- 
ary, the crew will return the 
weekend of Feb. 25-26. She 
stressed the dates remain 
tentative. 

Thomas said the three-hour 
meeting at Wick School on 
Dec. 13 answered many of 
questions for the public and 
she did not see or feel any 
great anxiety exhibited 


amongst the neighbors, but an 
honest pursuit of information 
about their families’ safety. 

One of the first questions, 
Thomas said, had to do with 
wildlife in the area (rabbits, 
deer and wild geese). 

“I informed the group I 
would seek out that informa- 
tion from wildlife specialists,” 
Thomas said. 

During the planned “test 
pitting,” Thomas said, the 
DNR would seek to determine 
how many drums are under- 
ground at the old dump and 
how deep they may be located. 

Since the cleanup will take 
several weeks, Thomas said, it 
probably will have to be de- 
layed until this summer since 
no planned school break will 
last that long. 

Thomas said the city is still 
negotiating the fencing issue 
with the DNR and the city may 
make some announcement at 
its City Council meeting on 
Dec. 27. 

The DNR had originally 
asked that an eight-foot cy- 
clone fence be erected around 
the most hazardous points, 
while the city has asked if a 
snow fence could be used 
instead. 


Fire Chief William Green- 
slait feels “everyone is still 
guessing” about the contam- 
ination level at the old dump, 
but most feel “it is probably 
rather minute.” 

But neighbor Verle Wilhide 
remains extremely concerned 
since she lives in the area and 
has children attending both 
Wick Elementary and Ro- 
mulus Middle School on Wick 
Road. 

“If they (the DNR) want to 
do the cleanup when the kids 
are not around, why is it safe to 
have them in school now?” 
Wilhide asked. 

The Romulus mother said 
she is also concerned about 
the repeated delays on taking 
care of the problem, saying it 
dates back to the days of Gov. 
Jim Blanchard. 

“I still feel very leery about 
their answers and feel in some 
cases they actually stifled us, 
when we pressed them for an- 
swers,” Wilhide said. 

Cheryl Graunstadt, founder 
of Concerned for Health and 
Environment of the Commu- 
nity’s Kids (CHECK) in nearby 
Westland, attended the meet- 
ing and expressed concern 
over the delay in DNR action, 


since the Wick School site was 
one of the first listed in 
Michigan. 

Graunstadt worked hard 
back in 1991 and helped engi- 
neer the closing of Cooper 
School, in the Livonia School 
District, and the relocating of 
its students to other school 
sites. 

Graunstadt, who will soon 
be honored for her environ- 
mental work, said she remains 
vitally concerned about 
schools throughout Michigan 
that are located near old 
dumps or landfills. 

“Being there are definitely 
more barrels at the Wick 
School site than were at Coo- 
per School, I would expect the 
Romulus School District to 
take a much more outspoken 
role in this matter,” she said. 

School officials have 
worked with the DNR in the 
past on the problem and have 
erected a chain link fence 
blocking students from the old 
dump site. 

According to the DNR re- 
port, “the Wick site was origi- 
nally a landfill that accepted 
general domestic and commer- 
cial waste beginning in the 
mid-1950s. 


Rodents anger 
homeowners

Continual problems with 
large furry rodents, super-size 
spiders and equally king-size 
pot holes on Leroy Street and 
Burning Tree Place have 
Meadowdale Subdivision As- 
sociation members in Ro- 
mulus extremely upset. 

Sandra Williams, associa- 
tion founder, brought a small 
contingent of members to the 
Monday night Romulus City 
Council meeting to express 
their collective displeasure 
about lifestyles near the open 
drain near Hale Creek School. 

Several years ago, the resi- 
dents filed a petition with the 
city and county asking action 
on the “deep muck” in the 
area, but were told they would 
have to pay an exorbitant spe- 
cial tax assessment if they 
wanted all the problems 
cleaned up. 

One member, Jeff Pyles, ac- 
tually presented veteran Coun- 
cilman William Wadsworth 
with one of the captured ro- 
dents at the council session. 
Wadsworth took the bag from 
Pyles, opened it and said for- 
mally, “It’s large, it’s furry and 
it’s dead.” 

The association, which nu- 
mbers about 25 members, 
meets the first Wednesday 
night of each month at 7 p.m. at 
Hale Creek School. 

Association Vice President 
Jerry Yapialto complained 
that parts of Leroy Street are 
badly rutted with potholes and 
seriously need filling and re- 
paving. 

“One positive thing the ruts 
do though is slow down 
speeders,” Yapialto said. “And 
in addition when we have any 
crime problem we do get ex- 
tremely quick police response 
and we are proud of that.” 

But association members 
are fearful of young elemen- 
tary school students going to 
and from Hale Creek School, 
who go near the drain area 
and are attracted by the vision 
of the rodents. 

Debi Pyles complained also 
that the flooding caused by the 
drain is also eroding residents’ 
back yards.

Councilman Michael Pry- 
byla also urged residents to be 
careful of pet food they put 
outside their homes for their 
pets. “Many times such food 
will also attract the wild ani- 
mals and create other prob- 
lems,” Prybyla warned. 

Michele Fisher, another as- 
sociation member, complained 
that the group feels “we are 
back to square one with Wayne 
County. We need the city’s help 
to get re-involved with county 
officials in curing this health 
problem.” 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said a joint meeting with 
Wayne County officials needs 
to be set up, probably at the 
nearby school. “But as far as 
the city is concerned, we are 
willing to do what ever you are 
willing to pay for.” 


Romulus man dies in crash

Wayne police are continu- 
ing investigations on two car 
accidents which occurred last 
week, one of which involved 
the death of a Romulus man. 

At approximately 10:08 p.m. 
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Dec. 14 a Westland woman was 
driving a 1995 Firebird with a 
Canton man in the passenger 
seat traveling eastbound on 
Michigan Avenue just east of 
the viaduct. 

When the car reached un- 
der the viaduct, the driver lost 
control of the vehicle and it 
went into a spin, according to 
Wayne Police Chief John Col- 
ligan. 

“The car jumped the curb 
and crashed into the tree,” 
Colligan said. “The passenger 
side received the greatest im- 
pact so the ‘jaws of life’ had to 
be used to rescue the Canton 
man.” 

The Canton man was taken 
to Annapolis Hospital and 
transported to the University 
of Michigan Hospital where he 
is in critical condition, accord- 
ing to police. 

The Westland woman was 
taken to Annapolis Hospital 
for treatment and was later 
sent to the University of Michi- 
gan Hospital. 


The second car crash was a 
fatal one for a Romulus man 
on Dec. 15. A vehicle traveling 
southbound on Wayne Road at 
a high rate of speed 9:53 p.m. 
hit a Ford Taurus which was 
driven by a Plymouth resident 
who was heading eastbound 
on Michigan Ave., according to 
Wayne police Lt. Dan Randall. 

“The vehicle traveling at a 
high rate of speed was driven 
by a Romulus resident,” Ran- 
dall said. “He was driving a 
Pontiac LeMans. He went 
around two other vehicles be- 
fore hitting the other car.” 

The Romulus man was ac- 
companied by two other pas- 
sengers, and the individual 
who died in the accident was 
his brother, according to Ran- 
dall. 

“The individual died due to 
the impact of the crash,” Ran- 
dall said. 

Police were not able to re- 
lease the names of either of 
the drivers in the incident 
pending further investigation.

Veteran musician 

Dreams of forming Romulus symphony orchestra

Edward Kesner thinks har- 
mony is the key to Romulus’ 
future. 

Kesner, 74, has shared his 
musical loves with the greats 
ranging from Jimmy and 
Tommy Dorsey in the 1940s to 
The Supremes and Stevie 
Wonder in more recent years. 

Now he would like to share 
that love with Romulus and 
help create a Romulus Sym- 
phony Orchestra complete 
with string, wind and percus- 
sion sections. 

The lifelong musician grew 
up in New York and studied as 
a classical violinist at the 
Juillard School of Music. Prior 
to his U.S. Army days in World 
War II, Kesner freelanced with 
the Dorsey bands and even 
was asked to fill in for Tommy 
Dorsey on the trombone at the 
Pennsylvania Hotel in New 
York City in the early 1940s. 

After serving in the Army 
from 1941-46, Kesner found as 
a young husband and father, 
he needed some economic sta- 
bility and joined the St. Louis 
Symphony as the principal 


second violin player. 

Kesner later went to Bal 
timore and performed for two 
seasons, before returning once 
more to St. Louis. 

“I really didn’t care for St. 
Louis so after one season, I 
switched to New York City. 
One night I was performing, 
when a sudden gust of wind 
blew my sheet music off the 
stand. A visiting master wit- 
nessed the problem and later 
praised my uninterrupted mu- 
sical effort, Kesner said, and 
offered me a job in Detroit in 
1951.” 

Kesner smiled and said “I 
guess you would have to say I 
loved the Metro area, since 1 
stayed here for 35 years and 
retired from the music field in 
1986.” 

He spent 30 years with the 
Dearborn Orchestra and sup- 
plied background music for 
numerous Motown record 
stars including The Supremes, 
Marvin Gaye and Stevie 
Wonder. 

During those years, Kesner 
watched as orchestras were 
formed in nearby Plymouth, 
Allen Park, Southfield, Liv- 
onia and Redford. 

Since moving to Romulus 


recently, Kesner, the father of 
Romulus School Board mem- 
ber Howard Kesner, has found 
an urge growing inside him 
that could lead to Romulus 
residents forming their own 
symphony orchestra- 85 to 100 
member strong. 

Kesner said, “I’m not on an 
ego trip and I’m not looking for 
money. But I do feel the city of 
Romulus needs to offer some- 
thing it can be proud of - and 
an orchestra of this type could 
be just the thing.” 

He is urging musicians and 
non-musicians alike to contact 
him if they are interested in 
joining the effort to create 
such a musical body. 

“We need people of all types 
including those skilled in per- 
sonnel, marketing and nu- 
merous other areas, in 
addition to various musical 
backgrounds,” Kesner said. 

The orchestra (in its in- 
fancy) would also need a site 
in which to practice, such as a 
well-lighted church or similar 
facility, he said.

Christmas kettles only half full

The little red Salvation 
Army Christmas kettles are 
coming up rather short this 
holiday season, in the western 
Wayne County area, as well as 
the rest of the eastern half of 
the Salvation Army in Michi- 
gan. 

Part of its shortfall is 
blamed on the ban on bell 
ringers imposed by a major 
market chain. 

The Wayne-Westland Salva- 
tion Army that also covers Ro- 
mulus and parts of New 
Boston, reportedly has col- 
lected $47,059 toward its goal 
of $65,000 during this 
Christmas drive period, Com- 
mander Mark Welsh revealed 
Monday. 

The bell-ringing will con- 
clude on Christmas eve. 

The divisional holiday drive 
by the Eastern Michigan Salva- 
tion Army is even worse off, 
Commander Lt. Col. William J. 
Speck revealed, as only half of 
the $4 million goal has been 
reached with less than a week 
to go. 

During the 1993 holiday sea- 
son, the Salvation Army in 
Eastern Michigan provided for 
56,855 families with food bas- 
kets or holiday dinner certifi- 
cates, Speck said. Another 
25,193 children were given 
toys. 

The Salvation Army also 
distributed 24,105 warm winter 
coats and nearly 22,000 per- 
sons were visited in their hos- 
pital or nursing home rooms, 
he said. 

More than 21,000 hungry 
persons also were fed at 
Thanksgiving and Christmas 
time 1993. 

Similar, but probably 
higher totals, will be served 
this year, Speck predicted. 

“With the growing year- 


round service needs, as well as 
increased needs at Christmas 
time, achieving the campaign 
goal of $4 million is essential 
to successfully carrying out the 
Army’s mission and ministry,” 
Speck said. 

Yesterday the Salvation 
Army received 150 Hormel 
Cure hams from Farmer Jack 
stores for distribution in the 
Metro Detroit area. 

The ham distribution was 
part of the “Hams for the Holi- 
days” program conducted this 
year by Farmer Jack and 
Hormel Foods representa- 
tives, Speck said. 

Some of the blame of the 
Salvation Army’s 1994 shortfall 
has been blamed on the Meijer 
stores, which banned Salva- 
tion Army bell ringers this 
year. 

The banning caused Speck 
to issue an unusually blunt 
and bitter cry against the 
“monster corporation,” which 
he said “continually demon- 
strated anything but willing- 
ness to find a solution to the 
(bell ringing) problem.” 

Meijer has said they have is- 
sued the bell ringing ban be- 


cause of a new pressure from 
employee union demands. 

Speck hit Meijer for spend- 
ing money on a full-page news- 
paper advertisement that 
created “misconceptions” 
about their self-imposed ban. 

“Their full page ad in last 
weekend’s newspapers takes 
the cake,” Speck complained. 
“Under their self-serving guise 
of announcing their employees 
contributions to the United 
Way, they tried to make it look 
like they were helping the Sal- 
vation Army,” Speck said. 

He claimed “the ad demon- 
strated unmitigated gall as far 
as we are concerned.” 

The Salvation Army leader 
said “the corporate giant (Mei- 
jer) has beat us in this round. 
We are going to try to get out 
from under this oppression, 
while we still have a bit of life 
and spunk left. 

“If Meijer does not want to 
work with us to assist those in 
need like they have in the past, 
we feel we have no choice but 
to concede and try to garner 
support from other sources,” 
Speck said.

Level heads must prevail if 
the Wayne-Westland School 
District is going to succeed in 
its quest to improve one of the 
state’s largest school systems. 

We all know the recent his- 
tory. Monumental financial 
trouble is announced. Michi- 
gan Education Assessment 
Program (MEAP) scores are 
lousy. Buses are grounded for 
some students because of no 
money. Four elementary 
schools are closed. The super- 
intendent calls it quits. Angry 
parents seek to recall school 
board members. The soap op- 
era just keeps on rolling, scene 
after scene, frame after frame. 

A gutsy decision was made 
to convert to the middle school 
concept. Wayne-Westland has 
ridden the traditional line-up 
(elementary, then junior high, 
then high school) until it has 
become a dead horse. Most 
school systems have been op- 
erating with the middle school 
concept for years. For the most 
part, they have found it to be 
far more cost effective than 
the standard junior high. 

Wayne-Westland will save 
nearly $1 million by converting 
to the middle-school concept 
and implementing other cost- 
saving steps. That’s a lot of 
pesos for a school system that 
has more financial difficulties 
than many third world coun- 
tries. 

Certainly the conversion 
will offer a challenging adjust- 
ment period for students, 
teachers and parents. The 
closing of the four elemen- 
taries will directly impact hun- 
dreds of households, and I 
think we all can extend our un- 
derstanding to these families 
as they grapple with the 
changes. 



But in the end, taking the 
district as a whole, I believe 
these decisions were the right 

decisions. The school district 
must nurse its way back to fi- 
nancial health. The middle 
school concept will not only 
save money, but should pro- 
vide our students with a better 
education in the long run. 

Hopefully, the school board 
will put as much thought and 
time into finding the best per- 
son to direct this new effort as 
they did in deciding to imple- 
ment the middle school con- 
cept. The office of 
superintendent has been a 
controversial one for too many 
years, and Wayne-Westland 
needs a consensus builder at 
the helm if the school system is 
to prosper. 

Here’s a strong advocate for 
a new age superintendent. A 
leader that has had a success- 
ful background in bringing op- 
posing interest groups to the 
table and then building a con- 
sensus is what this district 
needs. It also needs a leader 
experienced in implementing 
the middle school concept. It 
needs a leader who will work 
tirelessly to find creative fund- 
ing sources. 

A tall order, indeed! An or- 
der, however, that must be 
filled! 


Kettles emptier 
because of ban 


For the past several weeks, we have been observing the 
quiet battle between the Salvation Army and Meijer mar- 
kets over whether the food giant would allow the religious 
organization to solicit funds in front of its stores. 

Now, it appears that the supermarket chain has won - 
the first round, at least. 

Traditionally, bell ringers have been stationed with 
their Christmas kettles at busy locations to solicit funds to 
aid the homeless, the elderly, the ill and infirm and the 
needy. Because shoppers have become accustomed to 
making their donations at these sites, a major portion of 
the Salvation Army’s Christmas funds have come from the 
Red Kettle contributions. 

This year, there has been a sizable loss of revenue, 
which translates into fewer needy people being helped 
during the holidays. For those whose Christmas celebra- 
tions will be diminished because of the loss of aid, it is like 
the The Grinch that Stole Christmas. 

During the ongoing sparring between the company and 
the union, we had hoped that an amiable agreement could 
be reached - one which would allow the charitable organi- 
zation to continue to solicit donations in front of the Mei- 
jer markets. After all, there does seem to be a major 
difference between picketers and bell ringers, between 
employee representation and charitable fund raising. 

We do not place all of the blame on the supermarket 
chain. We realize that the controversial banning took 
place after the supermarket was challenged by a food 
employees’ union for access to the property. 

The logic used by the union seems to be if the super- 
market chain allows the Salvation Army to solicit on the 
property, the firm must allow the union to solicit or protest 
on the property. 

Sounds like something a Grinch would say!

If the space is 
approved it will be filled with 
imported trash at a profit for 
City Management (owner of 
Carleton Farms) and Sumpter 
Township who receives a roy- 
alty of 45 cents for every cubic 
yard of trash that comes in.

In fact, I helped get 
you into the classrooms, be- 
cause the Van Buren Public 
Schools staff believes that in- 
formed people can be more in- 
volved and make better 
decisions about how their 
schools should operate. 

Generally speaking, I think 
your series goes a long way to- 
ward helping people under- 
stand why schools operate 
the way they do. As you ex- 
plained in your editorial about 
the series, your reporters have 
seen for themselves what goes 
on in the schools. Some were 
reassured about today’s class- 
rooms, some opinionated 
about what they say, but they 
are also better educated about 
the challenges schools face to- 
day. 

People will wrestle with 
some questions after reading 
your reports, including the fol- 
lowing: 

• Why are kids working on 
projects in groups, often using 
materials that look as though 
they might be found in a toy 
box rather than a textbook? 

• Why don’t kids sit alone at 
a desk looking up answers to a 
textbook chapter or memoriz- 
ing answering answers at the 
end of a textbook like their 
parents did in school? 

• Why are kids using calcu- 
lators and computers to look 
for answers to math problems? 

Here are some quick an- 
swers to those questions. 

1, Industry figures show a 
major cause for dismissal of 
new employees is that they 
don’t get along with other em- 
ployees. In part, group pro- 
jects teach kids how to work 
together, how to deal with the 
person who doesn’t hold up 
their end of the project, how to 
help each other reach the goal 
- all skills the team-centered 
jobs of the future will rely 
upon. 

One of your reporters re- 
ferred to the kind of projects 
kids often work on in groups as

“play learning.” Maybe he 
didn’t hear correctly the term, 
"applied learning.” Here’s the 
thinking behind the term: you 
can ask a child to read about 
how’ something works, but you 
don’t really know' if they un- 
derstand wdien they read until 
they try to apply it. So, do you 
know how a gear operates? 
Show me. Can you build a 
structure that uses gears? Do 
it. Whether the tools for con- 
structing this example are 
Lego blocks or a computer sim- 
ulation, the point is the same: 
show that you understand 
what you read or heard. Apply 
learning. 

2. Textbooks are still an im- 
portant part of education, but 
not the only part. And again, 
just because you can read an 
answer doesn’t mean you fully 
understand it. As one reporter 
indicated after observing a 
math class, the kids didn’t im- 
mediately understand how to 
perform the process of long di- 
vision with decimals. They 
struggled and yet didn’t imme- 
diately get the answers. 

I was glad to read the re- 
spect with which your reporter 
w'rote about the teacher of this 
class. Clearly, your reporter 
had seen for himself the ex- 
traordinary craftsmanship a 
teacher displays when diag- 
nosing where the kids begin to 
get lost in a concept, helping 
them break through to an un- 
derstanding of how the con- 
cept works in application. 
Assigning kids pages in a book 
to read isn’t teaching in and of 
itself, just part of the process. 

Your reporter also men- 
tioned the importance of mem- 
orizing material when he was 
in school, and wondered why 
he didn’t see kids memorizing 
from textbooks. Are memoriz- 
ing skills important? You bet. 
They are one of the first cogni- 
tive, or thinking skills, chil- 
dren must learn. You start with 
memorization in early grades - 


the alphabet, the multiplica- 
tion tables - for the reasons 
your reporter mentioned: in- 
valuable mental skills. 

Once children grow into 
middle school, they are capa- 
ble of more advanced abstract 
thinking w-hich requires them 
to build on earlier, simpler 
memorizing skills. 

3. Anyone who has picked up 
a calculator may remember 
the first time looking it over, 
figuring how it works, under- 
standing what kind of informa- 
tion you can get from it. If you 
don’t understand that nu- 
mbers can be put together or 
taken apart, and all the differ- 
ent ways you can do that, all 
the calculators in the world 
won’t help you find answers to 
math problems. Calculators 
are just used to speed up the 
process. Calculators don’t sub- 
stitute for the teaching of a 
concept or a process - just like 
reading a textbook doesn’t 
mean you learned something 
unless you can demonstrate 
the concept. 

I was glad that, at least, one 
of your reporters called the 
school environment at North 
Middle School “light years 
ahead in decency.” As for 
questioning the teaching tech- 
niques that have changed in 
response to a changing world, I 
guess I would ask your re- 
porter the question. “Would 
you go to a doctor who insisted 
on using surgical techniques 
nearly a quarter of a century 
old?” 

Teaching is an art, but it is 
also a profession that relies on 
research to update its craft. 
Today we know a great many 
things about how children 
learn that we didn’t know 20 
years ago. Our task is to work 
with parents and community 
members to keep people in- 
formed about our mission as 
the educational process 
evolves. 

I’m grateful your paper rec- 
ognizes that education is one 
of the most important issues to 
face Americans in the 21st 
Century. Thank you for re- 
minding us that the way to pre- 
pare the Class of 2000 will 
effect us all. 

Let’s hope we work together 
and do a good job of it. 



Madonna flap follows article 


Though my obsession with 
writing about Madonna began 
harmlessly enough, it’s gotten 
me in hot water with MTV- 
News. 

Recently, I wrote that Inks- 
ter record producer Jim Ran- 
dolph had attacked the pop 
queen by recording a song 
called Judgment Day, w'hose 
lyrics accuse Madonna of 
“leavin’ your older brother in 
the jail cell to rot” -- a refer- 
ence to Martin Ciccone, Mad- 
onna’s brother, then a prisoner 
in Oakland County jail, await- 
ing trial on a drunk driving 
charge. (Since my article, Cic- 
cone has been released.) 

The article was the last of 
many I have written about the 
singer/wannabe actress and 
her family since working on a 
paper in Madonna’s home 
town. On a Rochester Hills pa- 
per, writing about the Ciccones 
came with the territory. While 
I never went out of my way to 
write about Martin, I couldn’t 
avoid him, as my beat included 
covering allegations of crime 
in the corporate bedroom com- 
munity. While by no means a 
criminal worthy of inclusion in 
Dick Tracy, a film starring Mad- 
onna, Martin was accused of 
slamming a door in the face of 
a Rochester police officer. The 
officer, who had been called by 
neighbors to quiet a sus- 
piciously noisy party, suffered 
a broken nose. And the inci- 
dent appeared under my by- 
line.

Encountering women who 
claimed to be Madonna’s best 
childhood friend or men who 
claimed intimate knowledge of 
her were part of a day’s work. 
But, because of my admiration 
for Madonna, only a few of 
these exhibitionists were able 
to persuade me to publish 
their titillating gossip. 

And I never published catty 
criticism of Madonna from the 
area’s many disapproving 
PTO MADD- and SADD-types, 
who blamed Madonna for en- 
couraging slutty behavior in 
the high schools.

To find out, I contacted the 
office of “Madonna’s people,” 
and broached the topic. I re- 
ceived a call back from an un- 
derling who told me that 
answering my questions would 
require some research. 

Until I get some answers, 
my Madonna fetish is kaput.

After scoring a career high 47 points and grab- 
bing 22 rebounds in a losing cause against East 
Catholic Tuesday night, then firing in 24 points 
and grabbing a couple of dozen boards in an 
impressive 88 64 triumph over Oak Park, A1 
White and the Inkster Vikings will travel to the 
Hoosier state to battle in the Indiana hoops war. 

Inkster has been invited to Indiana to com- 
pete in the Dec. 28 holiday tournament that will 
bring together some of the best high school talent 
in Indiana.

With White, junior guard Haneef Sabree and 
Anthony Holt each tossing in a pair of baskets, 
the Vikings jumped on their arch rivals, Oak 
Park, 21-12, in the first period and never looked 
back until they claimed their first win of the 
1994-95 campaign. 

The victory snapped a modest two-game Vi- 
king losing streak, and it also launched the de- 
fense of the defense of their Suburban Athletic 
Conference title. 

Oak Park managed to recover from long and 
short-range Viking shells in the second period 
thanks to Jason Drake and Andre Sheppard, who 
managed to keep the Redskins within nine at the 
half (37-28). 

But Inkster’s domination of the boards and its 
balanced scoring attack took its toll on the hosts 
in the second half. 

White finished with 24 points, 22 rebounds 


and also dished out 10 assists and blocked five 
shots. Holt chipped in with 12 points and 10 re- 
bounds and Mychal Reeves accounted for 10 
points for the Vikings who also canned 19 of 26 at 
the free throw line. 

Drake led the losers with 19 points and Shep-

Eager to perform in a hu- 
morous role that would show- 
case the comedic flair he 
displayed so well in films such 
as Something Wild and The Pur- 
ple Rose of Cairo, Daniels said, 
“I needed to be stupid for a 
while.” 

Daniels made his screen de- 
but in Milos Forman’s film ver- 
sion of E.L. Doctorow’s 
Ragtime. His other film credits 
include: Terms of Endearment; 
Something Wild; Arach- 
nophobia; and The Butcher's 
Wife. 


Besides his admirable act- 
ing career, Daniels is also 
known for establishing the 
Purple Rose Theatre Co. in 
Chelsea, Mich. The theatre is 
non-profit and features mid- 
western playwrights, actors, 
directors and designers. 

In an exclusive interview 
with Michigan Community 
Newspapers, Daniels said he 
really enjoyed working with 
Carrey. 

“I really wanted to work 
with Jim,” Daniels said. “He’s 
so fast.

He just 
doesn’t stop.

Daniels said he has always 
wanted to perform in a major 
comedy, and when opportunity 
knocked on his door, he imme- 
diately opened it. 

“Right now, I can’t get a ma- 
jor movie made, but Jim (Car- 
rey) can, so when I was called 
by my agent about this oppor- 
tunity’, I took it,” Daniels said.

and would compose poetry in 
the mornings at the kitchen ta- 
ble as he savored his first cups 
of coffee of the day. 

“About five years ago, I be- 
came serious about my poetry. 

I had entered poetry competi- 
tions and won several honor- 
able mentions for my poetry 
and was a semi-finalist in an 
open poetry contest sponsored 
by the National Library of Po- 
etry,” Dawson said. “When I 
started to write the book, I de- 
cided to include poems on a 
variety of subjects.

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Sister of slain man critically wounded

The teen-age sister of an Inkster man who was 
shot and killed last week was critically wounded 
earlier this week. 

The sister, a 15-year-old Inkster High student, 
was shot twice late at night in the area of Glen- 
wood and Helen. One of the bullets struck the 
victim in the shoulder; a second hit her on the leg. 

The victim was rushed to a nearby hospital 
where she was treated for the wounds. She is 
reported in critical but stable condition at the 
hospital, hospital officials said. 

Inkster detectives are not ready to tie the 
shooting to the fatal apparently “revenge” killing 
of the victim’s 23-year-old brother, Eric Austin. 

“Right now we are investigating the two shoot- 
ings and are questioning witnesses,” said Detec- 
tive John McGruder, who is in charge of the 
investigation of the latest shooting. “We have re- 
ceived some good leads and are following up on 
them.” 

At present, no motive has surfaced for the 
shooting, the detective said.

McGruder would not comment why a teen-age 
female was out late at night in violation of the city 
curfew laws. According to police records, the 
shooting occurred around midnight. 

Asked whether the shooting was classified as a 
“drive-by,” McGruder said “that no cars were 
seen in the area.” 

According to a reliable source, police are 
questioning three local youths in connection with 
the shooting and the slaying of Eric Austin. One of 
the suspects is presently incarcerated in Wayne 
County Jail. 

“I have no comment on that,” McGruder said. 


“But we are looking for anyone who has informa- 
tion about this (shooting). 

Eric Austin was standing at the corner of Glen- 
wood and Helen around 8 p.m. on Dec. 11 when 
two men, dressed in black, approached him. 
When Austin saw the men, he ran, and the two 
men pursued. 

The gunmen caught up with Austin in the back 
yard of his house where they shot him, killing him 
in cold blood. 

The recent shooting was also in the vicinity. 

At the time of the fatal shooting, the 13th in the 
city of Inkster this year, Inkster Detective Charles 
Givens said he believed “it was some kind of re- 
venge incident.” 

But the veteran Inkster detective wouldn’t 
elaborate. 

Eric Austin was shot once in the cheek and a 
second bullet struck him in the head. His body 
was taken to the Wayne County Morgue where an 
autopsy was to be conducted to determine the 
cause of death. 

The medical examiner’s report was not avail- 
able at press time.

Reaves, 92, is in stable condition, according 
to Mitchell Nimmoor, vice president of commu- 
nity relations for Garden City Hospital. 

“His prognosis is good, for his age, but he’s 
tired. We’re hoping to get him home for 
Christmas,” Nimmoor said. 

According to Westland City Council liaison 
Joe Benyo, Reaves just recently lost his daugh- 
ter, Barbara Jean Snell, who died of a heart 
attack Nov. 30. 

“The loss of his daughter really put him in a 
deep depression,” Benyo said. “He’s been going 
downhill ever since she died.” 

A Westland man who has played the role of 
Santa Claus for more than 60 years, Reaves has 
helped to provide dolls, mittens, scarves and 
other items for children during the holidays. 
He has also played the role of Santa Claus for 
mentally impaired children and students in 
area schools. 

In 1934, Reaves became the first Santa figure 
when he rode the sleigh in the J.L. Hudson- 
sponsored Thanksgiving Day parade.

3 assailants plead guilty to attack of man, 36

Three Westland men, who beat a 36-year-old 
Garden City man about the head and body with 
an aluminum baseball bat, pleaded guilty to re- 
duced charges before Detroit Recorder’s Judge 
George Crockett III. 

John Robert Young, a 20-year-old who wielded 
the bat, striking the victim in the back and ap- 
proximately twice in the head, pleaded to felo- 
nious assault, a felony punishable up to four 
years in prison. 

Brothers Richard Anthony Nastal, 21, and 
Ryan Allen Nastal, 19, were accused of holding 
the man down during the beating and also hitting 


and punching the victim. Richard Nastal pleaded 
guilty to trespassing and Ryan Nastal pleaded 
guilty to assault and battery. Both are misde- 
meanor charges punishable up to 90 days in jail. 

While Young will be sentenced March 13, 1995, 
the Nastal brothers face the judge Jan. 6, 1995. All 
three individuals were originally charged with 
assault with intent to do great bodily harm, a 
crime punishable up to 10 years in prison. 

Officers discovered the victim lying on the ga- 
rage floor of a Westland home bleeding severely, 
according to Westland police. The victim, who 
was transported to Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
following the February attack, received 20 
stitches to his head and suffered a severe concus- 
sion, according to Westland police Lt. Marc 


Stobbe. 

Young’s neighbor, Larry Glinski, 50, who lives 
at the home where the incident occurred on the 
6300 block of north Wayne Road, testified during 
preliminary examination in Westland 18th Dis- 
trict Court that a confrontation with Richard Nas- 
tal sparked the incident. 

Glinski, who lives with his mother and nephew, 
testified that he was at home when Richard Nas- 
tal came to the door demanding $100 allegedly 
owed to Young by Glinski’s nephew. 

After Glinski told him to leave, Nastal said, 
“I’ll be back and I’ll get you and your nephew," 
according to testimony. 

Nastal returned around 11 p.m. with Ryan Nas- 
tal and Young and while Glinski was arguing with 
them outside, the nephew called police. 


Westland man issued jail sentence for abuse charges

“Students that have one 
year of Spanish at the junior 
high school will be able to go 
into Spanish II at the high 
school,” Brooks said, adding 
that she wanted to make sure 
her students were adequately 
prepared for the possible 
change from junior highs to 
middle schools. 

Tests are even prepared 
with the “whole” language in 
mind, according to Brooks. 

“Every test has speaking, 
reading, writing and listen- 
ing,” Brooks said. “By the end 
of the year they have an oral 
one-on-one exam instead of a 
written test.” 

When I attended Brook’s 
class in late November, stu- 
dents were learning Spanish 
by repetition and spelling. 
There was a tremendous 
amount of class participation 
among these pupils who 
seemed eager to learn.

Suspect charged in beating of elderly man

up to 15 years in prison for the 
breaking and entering. 

The victim, Westland resi- 
dent Frederick Francis 78, 
was severely beaten about the 
head with an automobile part, 
according to Westland police 
Sgt. Dan Harvey. 

The incident occurred 
around 9 p.m. Dec. 14 when 
Francis returned to his home 
on the 35100 block of June 
Street after grocery shopping 
at Palace Super Market, lo- 
cated at 1942 Venoy in West- 
land, according to Harvey. 

Francis entered his home 
without locking the door, 
loaded his perishable items 
into the refrigerator and had 
just sat down at the kitchen ta- 
ble when he noticed the defen- 
dant was in his home, 
according to Harvey. 

“He recognized the defen- 
dant as the person he had 


hired 1-1/2 to two weeks ago to 
do repair work on his car’s 
transmission,” Harvey said, 
adding that Francis has paid 
him $30 for the work. 

“The defendant said, ‘I was 
walking through the neighbor- 
hood and thought I’d stop by to 
visit,”’ according to Harvey. 

The officer said the alleged 
offender then asked to use the 
bathroom and apparently en- 
tered the bathroom. The next 
thing the victim remembered 
was being struck on the head. 

According to Harvey, the 
victim was struck on the back 
of the head with a part for a 
transmission and then suf- 
fered four blows to the top of 
his head, two to the side of his 
head, a blow to the bridge of 


his nose, a cut over his eye and 
four broken ribs. • 

“The fact that this person 
still happens to be with us is a 
matter of luck,” McKnight said 
before setting Kempainen’s 
bond during his arraignment 
Kempainen is accused of 
stealing $650 to $700 from the 
victim’s wallet while the victim 
lie unconscious on the kitchen 
floor. 

Kempainen admitted that 
he appeared in 18th District 
Court before for a weapons of- 
fense involving the chasing of 
an individual with an un- 
loaded weapon and for driving 
while impaired. 

According to Harvey, the 
victim’s 1982 tan Oldsmobile 
car is also missing.

struction methods kept stu- 
dents attentive and eager to 
participate. Students learning 
the language via the projector 
for spelling, verbally, games, 
and even through flash cards 
to test what students had 
learned, similar to when I at- 
tended Adams. 

“They learn a lot of vocabul- 
ary,” Brooks said referring to 
animal names, school vocabul- 
ary, foods, irregular verbs, 
house and family, and even de- 
sign a family tree. 

These students, who were 
referred to by the Spanish 
translation of their first names 
similar to when I was in 
school, also learn how to ask 
questions in Spanish, give di- 
rections, discuss sports, 
weather conditions, seasons, 
days, months. Students prac- 
tice the language by video tap- 
ing conversations, having 
phone conversations in Span- 
ish and listening to their 
teacher speak. 

“I speak a lot of Spanish to 
them. They know class com- 
mands and cannot say words 
in English once they learn it in 
Spanish. There’s a portion of 
every hour when they must to- 
tally speak Spanish,” Brooks 
said. 

Brooks kept changing her 
position in the classroom as 
well as the students positions 
to keep them involved in the 
class. 


Once students reviewed 
some verb conjugations, 
Brooks put them to the test, 
but in a fun way in a Verb Relay. 

Students lined up in rows 
facing one end of the room and 
each row was given the chal- 
lenge to conjugate the same 
verb correctly, but faster than 
their opponents. A blank sheet 
of paper was given to each stu- 
dent at the end of the rows, 
who was responsible for wri- 
ting the first person form of the 
verb correctly and then pass- 
ing the sheet on to the person 
in front of them who conju- 
gated the second person form 
of the verb and so on. 

If Brooks found an incorrect 
verb form, the paper was pas- 
sed back to the student who 
made the error for correction. 
After the game was completed, 
Brooks said she had the stu- 
dents play the verb game to 
help those who were having 
difficulty learning conjuga- 
tions. 

In preparation for the holi- 
days, members of the Spanish 
and French Clubs at Adams 
scheduled holiday caroling 
with the German students at 
Stevenson Junior High School.

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Toys of yesterday 

Handcrafted gifts stir memories

When Tony Sam was a 
youngster growing up in Penn- 
sylvania - before the days of 
supermarkets and mega-toy 
stores - he could expect that 
the toys he received at 
Christmas were hand crafted. 

During his boyhood, he 
made many toys himself - sling 
^hots, tin can phones, hoops, 
rubber-band guns, whistles 
and flutes. 

Today, Sam, who owns Gon- 
dolier Music Shop in down- 
town Belleville, is re-creating 
some of the toys that he played 
with as a boy. He had hoped to 
finish the toys by Christmas, 
but duties with the Central 
Business Community and his 
own music store kept him from 
finishing the project. 

“I hope to have them fin- 
ished in late spring,” Sam said. 
“I’m also interested in finding 
out some of the history of 
games and toy in this area, and 
I’m hoping to find someone 
can help me till in the gaps.” 

One of toys being crafted by 
Sam is a wooden doll which is 
hinged at the joints and 
“dances” on a wooden plat- 
form. The toy was a popular 
one at the turn-of-the-century 
and in the first decades of the 



1900s. 

“Most of the toys were made 
with materials that were avail 
able - walnut shells made 
whistles and dried reeds were 
used as pea shooters and, 
when notched, played like 
flutes,” Sam said. “Thread was 
wound around spools and re- 
leased to make moving toys or 
noise-makers.” 

Sam has made a rubber- 
band gun and a sling shot, both 
of which we imagine prompted 
his parents to issue words of 


caution about their use and 
misuse. 

“We also made hoops, which 
were rolled with a stick, and 
we flattened tin cans and put 
them on the bottoms of our 
shoes to make a clatter when 
we walked,” Sam said. “I’d like 
to make a skate scooter, but I 
haven’t been able to find old 
skates to use for the wheels.” 

Sam believes that kids in his 
era had as much fun or more - 
with the handmade toys that 
the used as youngsters do to- 
day with expensive manufac- 
tured toys and games. 

“We used to play a lot of 
games when I was a kid - mar- 
bles, tag, hide and seek, hop 
scotch, kick the can and leap 
frog. I still see kids playing hop 
scotch, but I don’t see them 
playing marbles anymore,” 
Sam said. “We went skating 
and bob sledding and rolled 
down hills inside old tires.” 

Sam remembers playing a 
game called “Sheepy,” but 
can’t recall how it was played. 
Perhaps, he said, it is known 
by another name to youngsters 
who grew up in Michigan.

V/e had sweet potatoes, 
mashed potatoes and sau- 
erkraut. I don’t care too much 
for sauerkraut, but it was a tra- 
ditional part of the dinner. We 
always had ham on Christmas 
Eve,” Stickney said. 

» “We always had a Sunday 
School program at Christmas 
and the candles were lit. 
there was always a big 
Christmas tree inside the 
church,” she recalled. “At 
home, my Father had to tie 
down our tree because our 
cats would climb up into it and 
topple it.” 

Stickney said she never 
minded cleaning the sidewalk 
or doing her chores around the 
holidays, because she knew 
Christmas was coming. 

“Sometimes after Christmas 
dinner, we’d go skating, but I 
don’t think my parents or 
grandparents were as eager to 
go as we were,” she said.

Reward offered in murder case

Westland police are offering 
a reward for any information 
leading to the capture and con- 
viction of a suspect who mur- 
dered a 33-year-old Inkster 
resident who was found shot to 
death Dec. 14, according to 
Westland police Sgt. Thomas 
Kubitskey. 

William Horace Ford’s body 
was found in the old Eloise 
Complex, behind Annapolis 
Hospital West The hospital is 
located at 2345 S. Merriman 
Road in Westland, just across 
the city limits of Inkster. 

According to a reliable 


source, Ford had on his body a 
gold chain, gold earring and 
gold watch when the body was 
discovered, possibly ruling out 
robbery as a motive for the 
homicide. 

Westland police have no 
suspect in connection with 
death and have not ruled out 
any motives at this time. Pre- 
liminary forensics results indi- 
cate that the victim died 
within two hours of the discov- 
ery of his body around 11:30 
p.m., Kubitskey said. 

Inkster police said they 
have no records that Ford had 
ever been arrested in Inkster. 

Ford’s body was found by 
four local teenagers on vacant 
property owned by Wayne 
County, Kubitskey said. 

Kubitskey said the victim 


was not a patient of the hospi- 
tal and had identification on 
him when he was found. 

The victim was last seen 
making a purchase at Burger 
King restaurant, located at 
33540 Michigan Avenue in 
Wayne, around 7:30 p.m. that 
evening, Kubitskey said. 

Police are now searching 
for the victim’s missing car, 
which he was last seen driving 
that evening. The car is de- 
scribed as a 1980 Cadillac El- 
dorado with black vinyl over 
gray and a license plate nu- 
mber of HYS562.

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Minister shares message of prophecies

The text Acts 2:30-32 is a 
synopsis of the prophetic mes- 
sage of Joel quoted by Peter on 
the day of Pentecost 

It is important to note that 
Peter did not state hat Joel’s 
prophecy was fulfilled on the 
day of Pentecost The details of 
Joel 2:30 32 and Acts 2:19-20 
were not realized at that time. 

Peter quoted Joel’s predic- 
tion as an illustration of what 
was taking place in his day, 
and as a guarantee that God 
would yet completely fulfill all 
that Joel had prophesied. The 
time of that fulfillment is 
stated in Hosea 3:5 in the latter 
days when Israel turns to the 
Lord. 

A distinction should be ob- 
served between “the last days” 
when the prediction relates to 
Israel (Isaiah 2:2) and the “last 
days” when the prediction re- 
lates to the church (2 Tim 3:1-8; 
2 Peter 3:1 9). 

While Acts 3:1-9 is part of 
this context and therefore re- 
lates to the church, it should 
be remembered that it has ref- 
erence to Israel as well and, 
therefore, points to a future 
day. 

The “last days” as referred

to the church, began with the 
advent of Christ (Hebrews 1:2) 
but the expression has special 
reference to the time of de- 
clension and apostasy at the 
end of the age (2 Tim. 3:1) 

It is my belief by observa- 
tion of scripture that we are in 
the “last days” as related to the 
church. It is my opinion as well 
that God in these last days is 
pouring out of His spirit upon 
all flesh. 

I believe that this is the day

Christ, who is the head of the 
church, says that we can! 

We have the right to choose 
(ST. MARK 16:17-18). 

We do not feel that others in 
the Baptist Church are not 
preaching the full gospel. The 
complete gospel is Jesus 
Christ, His death, burial and 
resurrection. 

The Baptist Church has 
stood firm in preaching His 
death, for we know He died for 
us. We have stood firm in 
preaching His burial for He 
stayed in the grave three days 
and His spirit went to Hell to 
take the keys from Satan.
